A meeting to consider international 
library cooperation was held in the trus- 
tees’ room of the Carnegie Corporation, 
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New York, on January 22. The meet- 
ing was called by Dr. William F. Rus- 
sell, associate director, International In- 
stitute of Teachers’ College, Columbia. 
In addition to Dr. Russell there were 
present: President Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia University; Presi- 
dent F. P. Keppel of the Carnegie Cor- 
poration; President Wickliffe Rose of 
the General Education Board; President 
Henry S. Pritchett of the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching; Prof. Paul Monroe, director 
of the International Institute, Teachers’ 
College, Columbia; Henry Allen Moe, 
secretary of the Guggenheim Memorial 
Foundation, Mr. Frank of the Laura 
Spelman Rockefeller Memorial ; Robert 
M. Lester of the Carnegie Corporation ; 
Sarah C. N. Bogle, C. C. Williamson, 
and Carl H. Milam. 

Dr. Russell opened the meeting by 
saying that the library field offers unu- 
sual opportunities for promoting inter- 
national understanding, by reason of 
the fact that in this field international 
exchanges can be arranged with mutual 
and equal advantages to all countries 
concerned. America could give as much 
as she gets and could get as much as 
she gives. The discussion which fol- 
lowed was based on the summary of 
suggestions for international library co- 
operation made at the informal inter- 
national meetings held at Atlantic City 
and Washington in the autumn of 1926 
in connection with the A. L. A. Confer- 
ence and post-conference trip for dele- 
gates from other countries. 

As was expected, the meeting did not 
result in the formulating of any definite 
plan. It did help to stimulate general 
interest. 


The two additional volumes which are 


to be published by the Library Survey 
Committee will be in print by early sum- 
mer. This will mark the completion of 
the Committee’s work. The third vol- 
ume will contain reports on various 
forms of extension work and community 
service in public libraries, work with 
children, and school libraries. The fourth 
volume will cover the more technical 
departments and problems of library 
administration. 


A. L.A. practice sheets for circulation 
work are now available at A.L.A, 
Headquarters. Although prepared pri- 
marily for use in library schools they 
are a convenient device for training 
assistants in routine processes in the cir- 
culation department. There are ten 
distinct units in the set, each dealing 
with a particular duty of the depart- 
ment. The sheets describe routine proc- 
esses, provide blank forms to be filled 
in, and questions which test the assis- 
tant’s understanding of the work as- 
signed. A preliminary unit describes 
the general makeup of the practice 
sheets and gives instructions for their 
use. The set covers 60 pages, letter 
size. They are distributed at 85c a sin- 
gle set or 75c a set in lots of ten sets 
or more. A. L.A. members may order 
on approval. 


A Reading with a Purpose club or- 
ganized by Mrs. Charles R. Myers, 
librarian of the Tyringham ( Mass.) 
Public Library, has successfully com- 
pleted Dallas Lore Sharp’s course, Some 
great American books. Tyringham has 
a population of less than 300. The books 
in the course were lent by the state Divi- 
sion of Public Libraries. Meetings were 
held from four to six weeks apart (de- 
pending on the length of the book) 
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either at the library or at the home of 
the librarian. The discussion method 
was followed, one book in the course 
forming the basis for discussion at each 
meeting. Nine men and women com- 
pleted the course, including the pastor 
of the church, a young farmer with his 
wife and mother, the postmistress, three 
school teachers, and a young married 
woman with no high school education. 


Hamlin Garland has been secured as 
author of the course on the westward 
expansion of the United States as told 
in fiction. 


A folder, Equalizing library opportu- 
nities, has been printed by the Commit- 
tee on Library Extension, and widely 
distributed. The West Virginia Li- 
brary Association is using it in its 
campaign for a state library extension 
agency. Officers of national organiza- 
tions have asked for additional copies 
of the booklet, Rural public library serv- 
ice. The Journal of the N.E.A. 
printed an adaptation of the statistics of 
public libraries in Library extension, 
comparing library and school expendi- 
tures. Reprints of the table were se- 
cured and distributed. 

The executive assistant attended the 
meeting of the South Carolina Library 
Association at Columbia, Feb. 22-23, 
and visited several state agencies in the 
southeast. 

Posters and slides prepared by the 
Committee have been used in Michigan, 
New York, Ohio, and New Jersey, for 
use at county meetings. 

Kansas has acquired its first county 
library, in Scott County; Kentucky re- 
ports one new county library; Missis- 
sippi reports four additions to the 
county system of libraries. 


Increasing numbers of requests for 
information about how to become a 
librarian are being received at A. L. A. 
Headquarters. Many of the requests 
are directly traceable to the work of the 
Board of Education for Librarianship, 
Posters and recruiting pamphlets have 
been distributed in large numbers. 

Lucile F. Fargo, general assistant, 
will visit a number of schools and libra- 
ries in Texas in March. She will rep- 
resent the Board at the meetings of the 
N.E. A. Department of Superintend- 
ence and of the National Vocational 
Guidance Association. 

Harriet E. Howe, executive assistant 
to the Board, presided at a recent voca- 
tional conference at the University of 
Chicago. The group of students who 
met with Miss Howe were interested in 
librarianship as a profession. 


Harriet E. Howe has revised A. L. A. 
Manual, number 19, The catalog, which 
is now in the hands of the printer. This 
will soon be followed by Furniture, fix- 
tures, and equipment, revised by Linda 
A. Eastman. 


Simple library cataloging, by Susan 
G. Akers, instructor University of Wis- 
consin Library School and field visitor 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission, is 
nearly ready to go to the printer. It is 
to be published this spring by the A.L.A. 


Plans for a study of the development 
of permanent reading habits were dis- 
cussed recently in New York, at a con- 
ference in the office of Dr. William F. 
Russell, educational adviser to the 
A. L.A. The meeting was called by Dr. 
C. C. Williamson, chairman of the 
A.L.A. Committee on this subject. 





ARE YOU A SCHOOL LIBRARIAN? 


LIST of school librarians who are 
members of the A. L. A. will be 
published soon.

The list will include librarians and 
assistants in elementary, secondary, pri- 
vate, and parochial schools, normal 
schools and teachers colleges, and in 
school library departments of public li- 
braries.

Because of incomplete information it 
will not be possible to make a satisfac- 
tory list from the A. L. A. Handbook. 
Every school librarian (as defined 
above) is asked to send a brief note at 
once to A. L. A. Headquarters indicat- 
ing that his name should be included in 
the proposed list.

All school librarians and assistants 
who join the A. L. A. before April 1 
will be included. 

Members are asked to pass this infor- 
mation on to school librarians and as- 
sistants who are not members, in order 
that the list may be made as complete 
as possible. 

The volume referred to will be a val- 
uable compendium for the school super- 
intendent, principal, and librarian, and 
will contain, in addition to the list and 
articles of importance, courses on the 
use of the school library, for elemen- 
tary, junior high, high schools, and 
teacher training institutions. 
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This plan fits in with the activities of 
the School Libraries Section. The Mem- 
bership Committee of that Section is 
compiling a list of school librarians for 
the country. State committees have been 
organized for this purpose. The state 
representatives are listed below. The 
names of school librarians in elementary, 
secondary, private, and parochial schools, 
normal schools and teacher colleges, and 
in school library departments of public 
libraries are wanted, especially those not 
now members of the A.L.A. You can 
help these representatives by sending to 
them, before April 1, the name, position, 
library, city and state of any school 
librarian.

TORONTO, JUNE 20-27, 1927 


TENTATIVE PROGRAM 
GENERAL SESSIONS 


The forty-ninth annual conference of 
the American Library Association will 
be held at Toronto, June 20-27, 1927. 

President Locke has a plan for the 
conference this year which provides that 
all meetings in the morning will begin 
at 10:00 and stop sharp at 12:00, that 
all afternoon meetings will begin at 2:00 
and end at 4:00. He finds that many 
people are more anxious to know when 
a meeting is to end than when it will 
begin. Committee meetings may be 
arranged at other hours, but the general 
plan of the meeting is to have as much 
time as possible for social intercourse, 
renewal of acquaintances, and especially 
making new acquaintances. 

An effort will be made at this confer- 
ence to provide time and place for con- 
sulting experts on many subjects. De- 
tailed announcement will be made later. 

The plans are for general sessions on 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday 


evenings. A reception will follow the 
First General Session. Wednesday eve- 
ning will be given over to dinner meet- 
ings, followed by a ball at Hart House. 
Monday afternoon, Tuesday morning 
and afternoon, Wednesday morning and 
afternoon, Thursday afternoon and Fri- 
day morning have been reserved for 
meetings of the various groups. Thurs- 
day morning and Friday afternoon are 
to be kept free from scheduled meetings. 


SECTIONS, AFFILIATED ORGAN- 
IZATIONS AND OTHER GROUPS 


Agricultural Libraries Section. There 
will be one session, devoted to a general 
discussion of some problems of agricul- 
tural library work, with particular ref- 
erence to the development of coopera- 
tive work. Subjects to be announced. 

American Association of Law Libra- 
ries. Headquarters at the Queens Hotel. 
There will be four sessions of this group, 
including a joint meeting with the Na- 
tional Association of State Libraries. 
Frederick C. Hicks, librarian, Columbia 
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University Law Library, will talk on 
The Future of Legal Bibliography. 
Bar association reports will be discussed 
by A. J. Small, law librarian, lowa State 
Library. J. J. Daley, chief librarian of 
the Law Society of Upper Canada, will 
discuss the law society and its library. 
Howard W. Stebbins, librarian, Social 
Law Library, Boston, will give an ad- 
dress on Massachusetts Statute Law. 
William Renwick Riddell, Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Ontario, will address 
the joint meeting of the Association of 
Law Libraries, and the National Asso- 
ciation of State Libraries. His subject 
will be The Library and the People. 
One of the sessions will consist of a 
tour through the printing plant of the 
Carswell Company, law publishers. A 
joint banquet of the group with the 
National Association of State Libraries 
will be held on Thursday evening, June 
23, 6:30 p. m. Theodore Lee Cole, Stat- 
ute Law Book Co., Washington, D. C., 
will speak at this time on Reminiscences 
of a Law Bookseller from 1874 to Mod- 
ern Times. 

Art Reference Round Table. One 
session which will deal with art refer- 
ence work and library administration. 
Marian Comings, Burnham Architectu- 
ral Library, Chicago, will speak on 
books on architecture. Lou Ward, Los 
Angeles Public Library, will give a talk 
on art reference work in a western 
library. 

Bibliographical Society of America. 
One session. Three papers on various 
subjects. Details will be announced later. 

Catalog Section. Three sessions: A 
business session, a round table for large 
libraries, and a round table for small 
libraries. The extension of cooperative 
cataloging will be the general topic of 
the meeting for large libraries, and the 


small library meeting will discuss cata- 
loging aids for small libraries, by library 
extension agencies, state libraries, etc. 

Children’s Librarians Section. One 
open meeting and one business session. 
At the open meeting the following topics 
will be discussed: The Book and the 
Person Who Knows the Book, by Er- 
nest C. Richardson; Organization for 
Specialization, by Fred Telford; The 
Inter-Dependence of Adult and Juvenile 
Departments, by Charles E. Rush. At 
the close of the meeting the John New- 
bery Medal for the year’s most distin- 
guished contribution to children’s liter- 
ature will be awarded. 

College and Reference Section. Two 
sessions. Aegidius Fauteux, chief libra- 
rian, Bibliotheque Saint Sulpice, Mon- 
treal, will speak on Early Canadian Bib- 
liography. Other speakers will be Ger- 
hard R. Lomer, librarian, McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, and Fred Landon, 
librarian, Western Ontario University 
Library, London. 

County Libraries Round Table. 
tails later. 

Hospital Libraries Round Table. One 
session. The topic for discussion will 
be cooperation of hospitals and libraries. 

League of Library Commissions. 
Three sessions, including a joint session 
with the National Association of State 
Libraries. At this meeting it is prob- 
able that the report of the A. L. A. Com- 
mittee on Library Extension will be 
discussed. The other sessions will con- 
sist of a general and a business session. 

Lending Section. One session. The 
program will include papers on leading 
the fiction reader to essays, biography, 
and travel. Further details and speak- 
ers to be announced. 

Library Buildings Round Table. One 
session. Program: The enlargement of 


De- 
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library buildings— problems, costs, 
methods, and results; building and ad- 
ministration problems involved in exhi- 
bition rooms, display windows, cases and 
bulletin boards; humanizing a library 
building through interior arrangements. 
Speakers to be announced. 

National Association of State Libra- 
ries. Headquarters at Queens Hotel. 
Four sessions, including several joint 
meetings with other groups. At the first 
session, A. T. Wilgress, legislative libra- 
rian, Ontario, will deliver the address of 
welcome. Henry E. Dunnack, state 
librarian of Maine, will speak on Idols 
of the Unfurnished Mind. The second 
session will consist of joint meetings 
with the League of Library Commis- 
sions, the topic being the state library 
and library extension, and with the 
Public Documents Round Table. The 
third session will be a joint meeting with 
the American Association of Law Li- 
braries, and the fourth, a short business 
meeting. 

Order and Book Selection Round Ta- 
ble. One session. The program will 
include papers on Buying Books in Nine 
Languages in South Central Europe, by 
Eleanor E. Ledbetter; report of the 
Book Production Committee of the 
Children’s Librarians Section, by Mary 
Gould Davis. Other speakers to be an- 
nounced. 

Periodicals Round Table. Two ses- 
sions. The methods of handling period- 
icals in large libraries will be discussed. 
The editors of two of the printed aids 
for the librarians of periodicals will talk 
about their respective publications. 

Professional Training Section. One 
session. The general topic will be recent 
development in professional training. 
The preparation of professional text 
books will be discussed. An interesting 


development which will be described is 
the application of new type tests to 
teaching in library schools and to the 
methods of selecting students and staff. 

Public Documents Round Table. One 
session. The program will include dis- 
cussion of documents issued by the Fed- 
eral Government which are of special 
interest to users of the library. 

Publicity Round Table. One session 
which will consist of a seminar or clinic. 
Speeches on some of the following sub- 
jects will be delivered to the imaginary 
groups designated: to a city board of 
apportionment, requesting an increase 
in annual budget; to a meeting of a 
parent-teachers association on _ the 
library’s work with children; to a polit- 
ical gathering on a library bond issue; 
to a group of citizens on the value of 
gifts for special book funds to supple- 
ment the city appropriation. These 
model talks will be followed by criticisms 
from public speaking experts, and dis- 
cussion and criticism from the group as 
a whole. 

Religious Book Round Table. One 
session. Frank G. Lewis, librarian, 
Crozer Theological Seminary, Chester, 
Pa., will speak on Outstanding Books on 
Religion in 1926. There will be some 
discussion of public libraries and the 
religious education movement. 

School Libraries Section. Two ses- 
sions.

William F. Russell, the new 
dean of Teachers’ College, Columbia 
University, will speak on Factors in 
Successful Teaching (for librarians who 
teach).

M. Munro, librarian, Peterborough Nor- 
mal School, Ontario. Library service 
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to the children in the practice school of 
normal schools will be discussed by 
Mary C. Richardson, librarian, Normal 
School, Geneseo, N. Y. School library 
development in Canada will be described 
by Dorothy A. Thompson, Department 
of Education, Ontario. The city super- 
vision of school libraries will be dis- 
cussed by Annie S. Cutter, director of 
school department, Cleveland Public 
Library; Eleanor M. Witmer, super- 
visor of libraries, Public Schools, Den- 
ver, Colo.; Marion Lovis, supervisor of 
school libraries, Board of Education, 
Detroit, Michigan; and Dorothy E.

There- 
fore he extends an invitation to those 
who have not been able to attend the 
conventions to come to Toronto and 
take advantage of the hospitality of the 
University of Toronto where the meet- 
ings will be held. 

The local committee has arranged for 
accommodation for 650 women dele- 
gates in the several university resi- 
dences. The majority of the rooms in 
these houses contain two single beds, a 
few have three beds, and a compara- 
tively small number are single rooms. 

Arrangements have been made for 
serving meals in the Great Hall of Hart 
House and in other rooms in that won- 
derful stone building. It is planned that 
accommodation in one of the residences 
and meals at Hart House from luncheon 
on Monday, June 20, until after break- 
fast on Saturday morning, the 25th of 
June, will be given for the sum of $20. 
To accomplish this successfully the com- 
mittee has had to enter into an agree- 
ment and the charge will be the same 
for any fraction of time as for the whole 
time. An extra night or two in a resi- 
dence may be had at a trifling addi- 
tional cost. 

Those who may wish to take advan- 
tage of this plan should send their names 
at once to Margaret Ray of the Pub- 
lic Library, College and St. George 
Streets, Toronto. Rooms will be allot- 
ted in the order in which applications 
are received, special consideration being 
given to parties who may wish to be 
together. Five dollars should accom- 
pany each application, the balance to be 
paid by May 20. Remittances should be 
postal note or money order as checks 
are subject to discount. There will be 
no extra charges just as there will be

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HE Bureau of Public Personnel 

Administration, Mills Building, 
Washington, D. C., which has acted as 
a technical staff to the Committee of 
Classification of Library Personnel of 
the American Library Association, has 
recently published a limited edition of 
its report under the title Proposed clas- 
sification and compensation plans for 
library positions. The price is $2.15, 
post paid. 

Information received from approxi- 
mately 150 public, state, university and 
college, normal school, and high school 
libraries has been analyzed, and, as a 
result, job specifications and a schedule 
of compensations has been made for 170 
classes of library positions. No plans 
were drawn up for special libraries as 
returns from that class were not large 
enough to warrant it. 

So many variations of titles existed 
that it was found necessary to adopt a 
common terminology of class titles, 
which the Bureau hopes the profession 
at large will follow. 

As very few attempts have been made 


to develop scientific classification and 
compensation plans for professions, this 
first detailed analysis of library work 
will be of value not only to librarians but 
also to members of professions who are 
endeavoring to formulate personnel 
standards and ideals. Those charged 
with the administration of the financial 
affairs of libraries should find this re- 
port especially valuable in budget mak- 
ing. 

It is the hope of the Bureau that a 
small, permanent committee of the 
American Library Association will be 
created to perfect these plans, and 
amend them from time to time, and that, 
as far as practicable, they will be used 
for employment, budget, administrative, 
and other purposes in the types of libra- 
ries for which specifications have been 
formulated. 

The task just completed was one of 
the major projects of the American Li- 
brary Association which reached the 
stage of publication in the 50th Anni- 
versary year.

SALARY STATISTICS 


TEACHERS COLLEGE AND NORMAL SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


The A. L. A. Committee on Salaries, Insur- 
ance and Annuities presents the following 
tables of salary statistics of teachers college 
and normal school libraries, compiled by Mary 
Josephine Booth, librarian, Eastern Illinois 
State Teachers’ College. It is the third com- 
pilation of this kind. The division into teach- 
ers colleges and normal schools has been made 
according to the 1926 Educational directory, 
except where later information was available. 

Letters were sent out to librarians of fifty- 
one teachers colleges and normal schools. 

The salary of the librarian is the amount 
now being paid, not the possible maximum. 
For the professional and non-professional as- 
sistants the minimum and maixmum salaries 
now being paid in each group are given, not 
full salary schedules. If one assistant only 
classifies in either group, the salary paid that 
assistant is stated under the minimum. Special 
compensation allowed for summer school work 
is included in the total annual salary of the 
librarian, but the amount of such compensation 
for the assistants is given separately. 

Professional assistants include those who 
have completed a one-year curriculum in 
library science or whose experience is accept- 
able as an equivalent. The determining factor 
in the case of an assistant without the formal 
training should be the nature of the position 
held, not merely the length of service. Non- 
professional assistants include those without 
formal library school training whose duties 
are routine and are done under supervision. 
The minimum of high school preparation is 
taken for granted. No provision has been 


made for typists, bookkeepers, stenographers, 
shelvers, or part-time student assistants. 

The salaries of ten of the librarians of 
teachers colleges remain unchanged. One 
librarian is on leave of absence. There has 
been an increase in the salaries of the remain- 
ing three. 

Of the four libraries transferred from the 
shorter courses, one salary remains the same 
and three are increased. In the three-year 
course the salary of the librarian remains the 
same. 

In the normal schools three salaries remain 
unchanged, and three have been increased. 

These slight changes can probably be ex- 
plained by the fact that appropriations for 
state schools are usually made for the bien- 
nium and this is the second year of the bien- 
nium for most schools. 

In the ten teachers colleges reporting, the 
budget of six remains the same, three show 
an increase, and one a decrease. The one 
showing a decrease had a provisional increased 
budget last year because of a fire. In the 
three-year course teacher college the budget 
is increased; in the two-year normal schools 
reporting a budget, two remain the same, one 
is increased, 

Ten teachers college libraries report the total 
amount of salaries, seven showing an increase. 
The one three-year teacher college has in- 
creased the total amount of salaries; two two- 
year normal schools report the amount of sal- 
aries, one showing an increase.

FACTS FOR TRUSTEES 


TRUSTEE PROBLEMS 

HE difficulties that are met in 

library work may seem most dis- 
couraging to a new trustee or to a board 
confronted for the first time with a per- 
plexing situation. The same problems, 
however, may have been met and solved 
satisfactorily elsewhere. 

The Bulletin, through its “Facts for 
Trustees” department, acts as an‘ ex- 
change where ideas may be passed 
around within the profession. If your 
board has met and solved a problem 
dealing with some phase of library 
work, will you not tell us about it so that 
other libraries may be benefited? Ad- 
dress your letter to the Editor of the 
A.L. A. Bulletin. 


WHAT TRUSTEES WANT TO KNOW 
Where can we get a librarian? 

The personnel problem—where to get 
a librarian or an assistant—is one of the 
problems most frequently met by library 
boards. The A. L.A. maintains a free 
employment bureau where librarians and 
library assistants seeking positions are 
registered. More than five hundred re- 
quests for library workers were received 
last year from all parts of the United 
States and from Europe and Asia as 
well. Trustees may avail themselves of 
this placement service, free of charge, 
by writing A.L.A. Headquarters, 86 
East Randolph Street, Chicago, and 
stating their needs. Request to the 
A. L. A. should usually be preceded by 
correspondence with the library exten- 
sion agency of the state. 

Should we select the books? 

Usually it is not advisable for the 
board of trustees to select the books. A 
plan that has proved successful is for 
the librarian to collect the titles for con- 
sideration by the board or by the book 


committee. A book committee is pref- 
erable because the board is likely to be 
too large a body to consider and agree 
on a list of books with wisdom and 
dispatch. This committee should be 
composed of educated people, people 
who are in actual touch with the life of 
the community and who appreciate the 
responsibility and honor of acting for it. 
The membership should never be com- 
posed wholly of women, or wholly of 
men, and no member should be ruled by 
hobbies. Through a thorough knowl- 
edge of his library and its resources and 
his ability to give good reason for the 
selection of books he submits for ap- 
proval, the librarian should command 
the confidence of the committee, and he 
should, of course, attend its meetings. 
In the larger libraries full responsibility 
for selection and purchase usually rests 
with the librarian and staff within the 
policy established by the board.
